name of the Crofle did repreſent. . And this 
vic of thefigneot the Croſſe mBaptiſme was 
held in the Prunitue Church, as well by the 
Greekes as the Latmes, with one conſent and 
great applauſe. At what time , it any had 
oppoſed themſelus againtt it, they would cer- 
tainely haue bene cenſured as-enenes of the 
name ofthe Crofle,8& conſequently ot Chriſts 
merits,the ſigne whereof they could no better 
endure, This continuall and generall vie of 
the tigne of the Crofle, is euident by many te- 
{tnnonics of the ancient Fathers. 
* Thirdly,it mult be confefled that inproceſle 
of time,the ſigne of the Croſſe was greatly ab- 
uſed in the Church of Rome, eſpecially akter 
that corruption of Popery had once polletled 
it. Burthe abuſe ofathing doth not take away 
the lawfull vie of it.” Nay, fo farre was it from 
the purpoſe of the Church ofEngland,to -

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lake and reiet the Churches ot Italy ,France, 
Spaine, Germany, or any ſuch like Churches 
inall things which they-helde and practiſed, 
that , as the Apologie of the Church of Eng- 
land confetleth,it doth with xeuerence cetame 
thoſe Ceremonies which doe netther endam- 
mage the Church of God , nor oftende the 
munds of ſobermen : and only departed from 
them in thoſe particular points , wherem they 
were fallen both from themiſelues m their anct- 
ent integritie, & from the Apoſtolicall Chur- 
ches which were their firſt founders. In which 
reſpect, amongſt ſome other very ancient Ce- 
remomes, the ligne of the Croſſe mm Baptitme 
hath bene retained im this Church both by the 
wdgementand pradtiſe of thoſe ceucrend Fa- 
thers and great Dijunes in the dayes of King 
Edward the ſixth , of whom ſome conſtantly
